V.  1.,  enlisted  at 
Newark,  0.,  in  August,  1862;  was  wounded  at  Atlanta,  Georgia,  July  21, 
1864,  and  died  in  Hospital,  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  Nov.  7th  1864.

V.  I.  He  was  struck  by  a  shell  while  skirm¬ 
ishing  near  Atlanta,  Georgia,  July  20,  1864,  and  died  in  field  hospital 
July  20th,  1864. 

Allen,  Morris,  enlisted  in  August,  1862,  in  Co.  F.,  of  the  95th  0.  V.  I., 
and  was  captured  June  4.  1864.  at  Guntown,  Mississippi.  He  spent  ten, 
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months  in  Andevsonville  prison,  and  was  lost  while  on  his  way  home,  in 
April,  1865,  by  the  explosion  of  the  steamer  Sultana,  on  the  Mississippi 
river. 

Alward,  Alfred,  a  member  of  Co.  15.,  of  O.  N.  G’s,  died  in  the  Prison 
Pen,  at  Andersonville,  Sept.  1,  1864.  lie  was  captured  at  North  Moun¬ 
tain,  West  Virginia,  July  3d,  1864. 

Anderson,  Asbury,  a  member  of  Co  F.,  of  the  O.  N.  G’s,  was  captur¬ 
ed  at  North  Mountain,  W  Va„  July  3,  1864,  and  died  at  Andersonville, 
Georgia,  October  7,  1864.
